Rutgers, The State University 


Rutgers, The State University, began as a struggling colonial college before the 
Revolution. Founded in 1766 by Dutch pioneers, Rutgers was originally called 
Queens College under a charter from King George III of England. The young col- 
Jege’s existence was threatened by the Revolution, but growth followed that conflict, 
just as unprecedented expansion was experienced after the last World War. 


Rutgers was given its present name in 1825, after generous gifts had been re- 
ceived from Colonel Henry Rutgers, a New York philanthropist. Forty years later 
it was designated the Land Grant College of New Jersey, the liberal arts course was 
enlarged, and courses leading to bachelor degrees in agriculture and engineering were 
added, 


In 1902 a ceramics department was established, New Jersey College for Women 
with its own New Brunswick campus, was founded in 1918; the School of Education 
added in 1923; and in 1925 the Extension Division for non-degree education and the 
School of Journalism were established. The College of Pharmacy was added in 1927, 
University College, degree-granting evening division, was established in 1934, and 
Newark University was merged with Rutgers in 1946. In 1945, the State Legislature 
brought all divisions of Rutgers within the designation of the State University of 
New Jersey. In 1950, an act of the State Legislature incorporated the College of South 
Jersey in Camden, including a two-year liberal arts college and a law school, into 
the State University as the Rutgers College of South Jersey. The liberal arts college 
has since expanded to a four-year curriculum. In April, 1955, N.J.C. was renamed 
Douglass College. In 1956, under a reorganization program, the University was 
officially designated, Rutgers, The State University, and came under the management 
of an 11-man Board of Governors. 


Dr. Mason W. Gross, the 16th president of the University, was inaugurated in 
May, 1959. 
Rutgers, The State University, currently is in the midst of a nearly $50,000,000 


construction program largely financed through passage in 1959 of a state bond issue 
for higher education.

The Rutgers Coaching Staff 


John F. Bateman, Head Coach 


OHN BATEMAN will take the highest winning percentage of any active coach 
into the 1962 season. In two years at Rutgers, the veteran mentor has experienced 
only one losss in 18 games—a percentage of .944. During his first two years at Rut- 
gers, he won two Middle Atlantic conference championships, topped Princeton 
twice and won two Middle Three titles. 

Bateman, who was an assistant at Columbia under Lou Little for 11 years and at 
Penn under Steve Sebo from 1957 through 1959, is a native New Jerseyan, He at- 
tended Gentral High and St. Benedict’s prep in Newark before entering Columbia 
in 1934. He played guard under Little at Columbia, captaining the 1937 Lion eleven. 
He returned to Columbia as an assistant in 1946 after three years in the Navy and 
three years as coach at Middletown, N. Y., High School. 

The holder of a master’s degree in political science and a doctorate in education 
from Columbia, Dr. Bateman is Rutgers’ 15th football coach since 1900. He and his 
wife have three sons, They live in Highland Park. 


Matthew J. Bolger, Jr., Assistant Coach 


fas HIS seventh year at Rutgers, Matt Bolger served here four years 
under John Stiegman and continued on the staff under John Bateman. Charged 
specifically with the ends, he also assists with offensive line play. Born and raised 
in Newark, he is a 1948 graduate of Cornell and coached five years at Brown before 
coming to Rutgers. A veteran of the Marine Air Corps, he has a 29-8-1 two-year 
record as coach of the Scarlet baseball team. Matt, his wife and three children live 
in Edison Township. 


DeWayne “Dewey” King, Assistant Coach 


A Beer EXPERT on pass defense, Dewey King is in his third season at 
Rutgers. A graduate of the University of North Dakota, his main staff respon- 
sibility is with the defensive backfield. A native of Cando, N, D., King was an as- 
sistant at Michigan State before serving from 1954 through 1959 as a Penn assistant 
under Steve Sebo. King, who lives in New Brunswick with his wife and son, came to 
Rutgers with Bateman, who was a fellow assistant at Penn, 


Warren Schmakel, Assistant Coach 


A tour ASSISTANT coach at the University of Nebraska, Warren Schmakel 
molded two solid lines for Rutgers last year from a basically green crop of 
candidates. A graduate of Central Michigan University, where he was a Little All- 
American guard, Schmakel primarily is responsible for the defensive line. Now in 
his third Rutgers season, he has coached at Toledo and Miami of Ohio and was 
head man at his alma mater in 1950. A Navy veteran, he lives in Franklin Township 
with his wife and three children. 


Frank Burns, Assistant Coach 


Rar ALL-TIME great quarterback, Frank Burns returned to Rutgers in 
1961 after four years at Chatham, N. J., High School. Burns twice previously 
served Rutgers, first as freshman coach and later as varsity backfield coach. He also 
was head coach at Johns Hopkins University in Baltimore. A native of Roselle Park, 
Burns was an all-east quarterback and an outstanding catcher on the baseball team 
as an undergraduate. Burns, whose chief assignment is coaching the offense backfield, 
lives in Berkeley Heights with his wife and three children. 


Robert Naso, Freshman Coach 


1959 RUTGERS graduate, Bob Naso excelled in football and lacrosse as a player 
and last year became varsity lacrosse coach and freshman football coach for 
his alma mater. He was assistant lacrosse coach for two years and in 1959 coached 
the 150-pound football team. He and his wife, Carole, live in New Brunswick. They

Albert W. Twitchell, Director of Athletics 


Arse A distinguished coaching career which terminated in 1961, Albert W. 

Twitchell last year succeeded Harry J. Rockafeller as director of athletics at 
Rutgers. A 1935 graduate of the University, Twitchell has been a member of the 
staff since 1947 as a coach and administrator. 

Twitchell won six varsity letters as an undergraduate, captaining the 1934 foot- 
ball team as center and winning the Donald Leslie Coursen trophy, highest indi- 
vidual athletic award given at the University. 

A native of Dedham, Mass., he began his coaching career at North Plainfield, 
N. J., High School. He went to Sewanhaka High School in 1937, served later as as- 
sistant football coach at Hofstra College, then returned to Sewanhaka as head coach 
of football and lacrosse until 1947. 

He coached sub-varsity football and freshman lacrosse at Rutgers until he be- 
came varsity line coach in 1949 and succeeded his own former coach, Fred Fitch, as 
varsity lacrosse mentor in 1950. During his 12 seasons as lacrosse coach, his teams 
won go games, lost g1 and tied one. He became assistant to the director of athletics 
in 1952, later was named assistant director. 

Twitchell is past president of the U. S, Lacrosse Coaches Assn. and the Inter- 
collegiate Lacrosse Assn. He coached the North all-star team in 1953 and was named 
“lacrosse coach of the year” in 1958, . 


Kenneth G. Germann, Assistant Director 


| HIS SECOND year on the Rutgers staff, Ken Germann is a veteran coach and 
administrator. A 1943 graduate of Columbia University, he was an outstanding 
football and basketball player as an undergraduate. A marine corps veteran, he spent 
11 years as director of athletics and football coach at Iona Prep in New Rochelle, 
N, Y, He was freshman football coach at Columbia from 1957 to 1960. Germann has 
been one of the East’s top basketball and lacrosse officials for 15 years. He holds a 
master’s degree from Columbia Teachers College. He coaches the 150-pound football 
team. 


Otto H, Hill, Business Manager 


ROMOTED TO the newly-created position of business manager of athletics a 

year ago, Otto Hill has been a member of the Rutgers staff since 1947. A 1942 
graduate of Rutgers, he served in the Army and Air Force during World War II, 
returning to earn his master’s degree in 1947. He coached junior varsity and fresh- 
man football, moving up to the varsity as end coach in 1953, a post he held through 
1955. He was freshman swimming coach from 1947 until 1956, when he succeeded 
Jim Reilly as varsity swimming coach. He has relinquished that post to take over his 
present assignment and direct the University’s equatics program.

The Outlook — 1962 


The “name” players who helped put together the 17-1 record of the last two 
years have departed, but Rutgers still expects to field a winning team in 1962. 

These are the most important questions: Will Coach John Bateman be able 
to mold two almost completely new backfields? Will Bob Yaksick and Dwain Painter 
succeed as quarterbacks? Can depth be uncovered at center and the ends? What 
will be the results of a more difficult schedule? And, of what importance will be 
the “desire” of every Rutgers foe to be the one to stop the Scarlet’s 12-game winning 
skein? ; 

There are lots of “ifs” involved, perhaps more than in the last two years. 
Rutgers has emphasized a fullback-quarterback “offense” under Bateman. These 
players have graduated, but Yaksick and Painter are ready to take over at quarter- 
back, with Drew Carollo and Ritchie Poad, a pair of letter-winning juniors, the 
heirs apparent at fullback. Their progress will mean a lot. . pine 

Bill Thompson, potentially one of Rutgers greatest all-time running bacl S, 
heads a large contingent of halfbacks who may take the load off the other two 
positions, Thompson will be the Scarlet’s number one offensive weapon; when he’s 
right, he’s virtually unstoppable. aes 

Co-captains Tony Simonelli and Tom Tappen, good leaders, spearhead the 
solid and experienced line, They and George Elias and Gus Giebelhaus will give 
Bateman the same four tackles with which he operated last year. Ee 3 

Tony Hoeflinger, spectacular last year, heads a guard nucleus which includes 
John Hurt and Addison Bradley, and Jon Paulson should be an outstanding center, 
especially on defense. Bill Craft and Bob Flower are established ends, with Craft 
having the potential of being an annoyance to enemy secondaries. 5 

While a large number of good sophomores will be on hand, none are being 
touted for regular duty. Enough jayvees are expected to improve to fill the first two 
units with the 18 lettermen. If any sophomore cracks the regular cast, it might be 
guard Bill Sparks or quarterback Bob Mudie, brother of Sam, last year's most 

able player. ari 
mae tor the schedule, Villanova should be tougher than Bucknell and Virginia 
is an up-and-coming new power. Also, most of 1963's opponents, particularly 
Princeton and Delaware, are expecting big things. f 

Bateman sums 1962 up this way: “We can't lose sight of what has made us 
successful—hard work! We should be able to solve most of our problems. But we 
can’t expect to get by on our reputation. Everyone will point for us, and we'll have 
to be more ready than we’ve ever been. All in all, I think we're in good shape and 
should have a successful year.”

FOOTBALL’S FIRST GAME 


The first official inter-collegiate football game was played on Noy. 6, 1869, 
between Rutgers and Princeton. There were 25 men on a side and goals, rather 
than touchdowns were scored. Rutgers won the inaugural, 6-4, with the game played 
on the site now occupied by the Rutgers Gymnasium. 

Although the game was much like rugby, it was the fore-runner of present 
day football. Soon, Columbia, Yale and other schools began to play and the game 
pioneered in New Brunswick has become one of the world’s most exciting spectacles. 

To recognize New Brunswick as football’s birthplace, sportswriters, football 
officials and fans in 1949 selected the city for the location of the National Football 
Foundation and Hall of Fame. A major drive is expected to be launched this year 
for funds to construct the building, which will be located several hundred yards 
north of Rutgers Stadium. 

It is interesting to note that William J. Leggett, captain of Rutgers first team, 
later became a distinguished clergyman of the Dutch Reformed Church. His count- 
erpart, William Gunmere of Princeton, later became chief justice of the Supreme 
Court of New Jersey. 

Football people are proud that so many of the game’s standout players become 
standout citizens. It is their firm belief that football is one of the prime contributors 
in molding the character and personalities of our future leaders,
